The  Gladiolus 

This  brief  article  is  written  for  two  classes  of  flower 
lovers — those  who  have  and  those  who  have  not  grown 
the  Gladiolus. 

Certainly  those  who  have  never  grown  this  beauti- 
ful flower  have  a surprise  in  store  for  them  if  they 
become  acquainted  with  it.  And  those  who  have  grown 
it  perhaps  for  years,  perpetuating  the  original  stock 
of  long  ago,  can  have  but  a faint  idea  of  the  advance 
that  has  been  made  in  recent  years. 

Care,  patience  and  skill  devoted  to  the  improvement 
of  this  flower  have  been  fruitful  of  result,  and  the 
good  work  is  being  steadily  carried  onward.  Special- 
ists in  floriculture  are  earnestly  at  work  in  this  line. 
New  varieties  are  being  created,  poorer  ones  eliminated, 
and  the  means  known  to  the  profession  are  used  to 
gain  the  end  in  view  so  that  we  confidently  predict  a 
future  for  the  Gladiolus  far  in  advance  of  its  past,  or 
even  its  present,  although  the  Gladiolus  of  today  is 
greatly  superior  to  that  of  past  years. 

The  Gladiolus  is  not  only  one  of  the  grandest  of  out- 
door flowers  in  cultivation  but  it  possesses  qualities 
that  render  it  almost  unrivalled  as  a cut  flower  for  the 
home  or  for  the  florists,  for  feast  or  funeral,  for  the 
bride  or  the  boudoir,  the  club  or  the  drawing  room, 
it  is  equally  adapted. 

Its  gorgeous  colorings,  its  graceful  form,  its  wide 
variety  of  tints,  its  size  and  strength  and  added  to  all 
these  its  remarkable  lasting  qualities  make  it  pre- 
eminently desirable  as  a cut  flower.  In  the  garden  its 
long  season  of  bloom,  together  with  its  great  variety 
of  color,  form  and  types  makes  it  one  of  the  most  strik- 
ing and  noble  of  all  garden  subjects,  and  in  the  hands 
of  the  floral  artist  it  lends  itself  to  all  manner  and 
kinds  of  floral  arrangement.  It  is  suitable  for  a wide 
range  of  floral  uses  and  as  a decorative  subject  has  few 
if  any  equals.

Mothers,  daughters,  cease  your  endless  bickering,  I 
will  solve  for  you  the  question  of  your  colored  silks 
by  the  pleasing  combinations  of  colors  in  the  land  of 
the  “glads.” 

Now,  fathers  and  sons,  there  is  no  muscle  too  large 
and  sinewy,  no  foot  too  large,  no  mind  too  full  of  im- 
portance to  follow,  for  the  land  of  the  “glads”  is  for 
your  benefit  too. 

Oh,  you  need  not  be  so  quiet,  my  land  of  gladness 
is  not  a dream.  See,  how  Dorothy  McKibbin  is  blush- 
ing an  apple  blossom  tinge,  in  the  joy  of  welcoming 
you.

Can  you  imagine  anything  more  beautiful  in  the 
richest  of  reds,  such  as  A1  Shira,  Purple  Glory,  Mack’s 
Cardinal,  Carmen,  Racine,  Robert  M.  La  Follette  and 
thousands  of  others?  They  seem  to  take  you  back  into 
the  past  ages — you  see  soft  oriental  rugs,  with  gor- 
geous designs,  you  hear  the  sound  of  soft  musical 
laughter,  mixed  with  the  tinkle  of  clinking  glasses 
from  which  rich  bubbling  wine  flows,  to  be  raised  to 
alluring  red  lips — that  faint  perfume — you  are  en- 
chanted. This , is  the  way  you  feel  when  your  eyes 
linger  upon  that  most  beautiful  of  all  colors  in  the 
world — red.

Now,  the  next  is  Evelyn  Kirkland,  isn’t  she 
beautiful?  ' She  is  very  shy,  and  her  coloring  of  -rose- 
pink  makes  you  think  of  something  to  eat.  Oh!  Those 
fairy  ones  are  Mary  Pickford,  Virginia  Hale,  Pink 
Wonder  and  White  Wonder.  You  see  a ceaseless  rib- 
bon of  them. 

Oh,  my  dears!  Just  look!  The  Royal  Family  is  com- 
ing. The  procession  is  led  by  the  Kings.  First,  Cher- 
ry King,  then  White  King  and  Cardinal  King.  Fol- 
lowing them  is  Sovereign.  No  wonder  you  hold  your 
breath.  That  distinctive  deep  violet  of  his  robe — • 
could  anything  be  more  beautiful  and  kingly?

I 
planted  it  with  care  April  10th,  on  July  16th  it  bloomed, 
eight  open,  16  buds  in  all,  96  days,  weather  cold,  cloudy, 
rainy  during  April,  May  and  June.  Now  the  best  of 
all  next  to  wonderous  beauty  was  the  fact  that  it  sent 
up  four  good,  big,  healthy  spikes,  not  one  of  which 
was  deficient.  The  four  spikes  all  bloomed  within 
ten  days  of  the  time  the  first  flower  opened  on  the  first 
spike. 

I think,  therefore  you  can  do  108  justice  by  naming 
it  Broadcaster  for  the  following  reasons: 

1st.  On  four  spikes  it  sends  its  beauty  and  worth 
to  the  four  corners  of  the  earth  to  give  pleasure  and 
entertainment  to  the  thousands  who  will  tune  in. 

2nd.  Broadcaster,  because  of  its  height  above 
foliage. 

3rd.  Broadcaster,  because  of  the  number  open  at 
one  time  for  all  who  will  tune  in. 

4th.  Broadcaster,  because  it  is  bound  to  become 
more  and  more  popular. 

5th.  Broadcaster,  because  of  its  hardiness,  it  needs 
no  relay. 

6th.  Broadcaster,  because  it  is  as  far  in  advance 
of  other  whites,  all  points  considered,  as  the  broad- 
casting stations  of  today  are  in  advance  of  the  old 
lumbering  stage  coaches  carrying  mail  to  the  people.

McKIBBIN’S  GLADIOLI 


CARE  AND  CULTURE  OF  THE 
GLADIOLUS 

The  Gladiolus  possesses  great  vigor  and  tenacity  of 
life,  growing  and  blooming  even  under  adverse  and  un- 
favorable circumstances.  The  hardiness  of  the  bulb  is 
remarkable. 

This  does  not  make  it  any  less  true  that  it  is  wise 
to  give  it  the  best  of  care,  and  it  will  well  repay  such 
care. 

Preparing  the  Soil. 

The  soil  should  be  made  fine  and  mellow  to  a consid- 
erable depth,  plowing  or  spading  10  to  12  inches  deep. 

Fertility  of  Soil. 

If  not  already  in  a good  state  of  fertility  the  soil 
should  be  made  so  by  a liberal  dressing  of  manure. 
For  best  results  this  should  be  applied  in  the  fall  pre- 
vious to  the  planting  in  the  spring.  In  applying  ma- 
nure in  the  spring  it  should  be  done  as  early  as  pos- 
sible before  planting  time.  Some  good  commercial  fer- 
tilizer such  as  bone  meal  or  prepared  sheep  manure 
worked  into  the  soil  before  planting  is  a great  advan- 
tage to  the  plants. 

While  the  Gladiolus  will  grow  in  almost  any  fertile 
soil,  it  succeeds  best  in  a sandy  or  gravelly  loam,  with 
good  drainage,  and  will  also  thrive  in  a clay  loam  if  the 
subsoil  be  not  too  compact. 

If  the  season  be  dry  it  is  well  to  water  thoroughly 
occasionally,  up  to  the  period  of  bloom,  avoiding  the 
trampling  or  stirring  of  the  ground  while  wet. 

Planting. 

If  the  flowers  are  desired  mainly  for  cutting  for 
bouquets  or  decorative  work  they  may  be  planted  in 
rows  eighteen  or  twenty  inches  apart,  or  wider  if  de- 
sired and  placing  the  bulbs  four  to  six  inches  apart  in 
the  row.  A convenient  way  to  do  this  is  to  make  a 
furrow  with  a small  hand  plow  and  place  the  bulbs  in 
the  bottom  not  less  than  four  inches  deep,  covering 
with  the  mellow  soil.  This  affords  the  most  conveni- 
ence in  after  care  and  cultivation. 

Planting  should  be  done  as  early  as  the  ground  can 
be  brought  into  good  condition  in  the  spring.  A safe 
rule  is  to  plant  when  ordinary  farm  crops,  such  as  corn 
and  oats  are  being  planted. 

Cultivation. 

Treatment  after  planting  is  simple,  but  neglect  is  no 
part  of  it.  Weeds  are  to  be  absolutely  kept  down  and 
the  soil  finely  cultivated  and  stirred  once  a week,  keep- 
ing the  surface  level  until  bloom  appears  after  which 
it  is  well  to  throw  a little  soil  to  the  rows,  hilling  up 
a little  as  this  enables  the  plant  to  stand  up  during 
storms. 

Cutting  the  Blooms. 

The  spikes  should  be  cut  near  the  base,  leaving  from 
three  to  five  leaves  on  the  plant,  as  soon  as  the  lower  or 
first  flower  expands.  Cut  thus  in  the  bud  they  may 
be  shipped  great  distances  and  in  a vase  of  water  will 
continue  to  bloom  for  ten  days.  With  most  varieties 
the  delicacy  of  color  is  enhanced  by  blooming  thus. 
The  purest  white,  for  instance,  is  only  attained  by  this 
method  and  other  colors  are  finer. 

Digging  and  Storing. 

Bulbs  should  be  dug  before  the  plants  are  too  ripe 
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in  the  fall  before  the  hard  frosts.  Dig  the  bulbs  and 
cut  off  the  tops  closely  against  the  bulbs.  Dry  well  in 
the  air  and  sunshine,  cure  thoroughly  indoors  for  a 
few  weeks,  then  store  in  a cool  dry  place.  It  is  best 
not  to  place  bulbs  more  than  four  inches  deep  while  in 
storage.  Florists’  flats  are  very  suitable  for  this  pur- 
pose. Extremes  of  dampness  and  dryness  are  alike  to 
be  avoided.  If  they  sprout  they  are  too  warm,  if  they 
shrivel  they  are  too  dry,  while  freezing  destroys  them 
at  once.
